Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 2

SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE. 3

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘Vocational and Tech-4

nical Education for the Future Act’’. 5

SEC. 2. REFERENCES. 6

Wherever in this Act an amendment is expressed in 7

terms of an amendment to or repeal of a section or other 8

provision, the amendment or repeal shall be considered to 9
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be made to a section or other provision of the Carl D. 1

Perkins Vocational and Technical Education Act of 1998 2

(20 U.S.C. 2301 et seq.). 3

SEC. 3. PURPOSES AND DEFINITIONS. 4

(a) PURPOSES.—Section 2(2) (20 U.S.C. 2301(2)) is 5

amended by inserting ‘‘rigorous and challenging’’ after 6

‘‘integrate’’. 7

(b) DEFINITIONS.—Section 3 (20 U.S.C. 2302) is 8

amended—9

(1) by striking paragraph (26) and redesig-10

nating paragraphs (21) through (25) as paragraphs 11

(23) through (27), and paragraphs (27) through 12

(30) as paragraphs (29) through (32), respectively; 13

(2) by redesignating paragraphs (4) through 14

(20) as paragraphs (5) through (21), respectively, 15

and inserting after paragraph (3) the following: 16

‘‘(4) ARTICULATION AGREEMENT.—The term 17

‘articulation agreement’ means a written commit-18

ment, agreed upon at the State level or approved an-19

nually and facilitated by the lead administrators of 20

the secondary and postsecondary consortia members 21

as described in section 135(b)(3)(A), to provide a 22

program designed to provide students with a non-23

duplicative sequence of progressive achievements 24

leading to degrees, certificates, or credentials in a 25
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tech-prep education program linked through credit 1

transfer agreements.’’; 2

portive services’ means services such as transpor-7

tation, child care, dependent care, and needs-based 8

payments, that are necessary to enable an individual 9

to participate in activities authorized under this 10

Act.’’; 11

(12) in paragraph (29) (as so redesignated), by 12

level, for a 1-year certificate, an associate 10

degree, or industry recognized credential; 11

and’’.

SEC. 4. TRANSITION PROVISIONS. 13

Section 4 (20 U.S.C. 2303) is amended—14

(1) by striking ‘‘the Carl D. Perkins Vocational 15

and Applied Technology Education Act’’ and insert-16

ing ‘‘the ‘Carl D. Perkins Vocational and Technical 17

Education Act of 1998’ ’’; and 18

(2) by striking ‘‘the Carl D. Perkins Vocational 19

and Applied Technology Education Amendments of 20

1998’’ and inserting ‘‘the Vocational and Technical 21

Education for the Future Act. Each eligible agency 22

shall be assured 1 full fiscal year for transition, to 23

plan for and implement the requirements of this 24

Act’’. 25
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SEC. 5. AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS. 1

Section 8 (20 U.S.C. 2307) is amended to read as 2

follows: 3

‘‘SEC. 8. AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS. 4

‘‘There is authorized to be appropriated to carry out 5

this Act (other than subsection (a), (b), and (c) of section 6

114, and sections 117 and 118) $1,307,000,000 for fiscal 7

year 2006 and such sums as may be necessary for each 8

of fiscal years 2007 through 2011.’’. 9

SEC. 6. PROHIBITIONS. 10

(a) IN GENERAL.—The Carl D. Perkins Vocational 11

and Technical Education Act of 1998 (20 U.S.C. 2301 12

et seq.) is amended by adding after section 8 the following 13

new section: 14

‘‘SEC. 9. PROHIBITIONS. 15

‘‘(a) LOCAL CONTROL.—Nothing in this Act shall be 16

construed to authorize an officer or employee of the Fed-17

eral government to mandate, direct, or control a State, 18

local educational agency, or school’s curriculum, program 19

of instruction, or allocation of State or local resources, or 20

mandate a State or any subdivision thereof to spend any 21

funds or incur any costs not paid for under this Act. 22

‘‘(b) NO PRECLUSION OF OTHER ASSISTANCE.—Any 23

State that declines to submit an application to the Sec-24

retary for assistance under this Act shall not be precluded 25
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from applying for assistance under any other program ad-1

ministered by the Secretary. 2

‘‘(c) PROHIBITION ON REQUIRING FEDERAL AP-3

PROVAL OR CERTIFICATION OF STANDARDS.—Notwith-4

standing any other provision of Federal law, no State shall 5

be required to have academic and vocational and technical 6

content or student academic and vocational and technical 7

achievement standards approved or certified by the Fed-8

eral government, in order to receive assistance under this 9

Act.’’. 10

percent shall be made available for distribution 10

under section 131 or 132, of which the eligible agen-11

cy shall first make available for the activities de-12

scribed in section 135(b)(3) not less than the 13

amount allotted in fiscal year 2005 to such eligible 14

agency under title II of this Act (as such title was 15

in effect on the day before the date of enactment of 16

the Vocational and Technical Education for the Fu-17

ture Act), reduced by the percentage by which the 18

amount allotted to the State under section 111 for 19

the fiscal year is less than the amount allotted under 20

such section to such State for fiscal year 2005. Of 21

the remainder of the 88 percent, not more than 10 22

percent may be used in accordance with subsection 23

(c).

10 percent shall be made available to carry out State 2

leadership activities described in section 124, of 3

which—4

‘‘(A) an amount equal to not more than 1 5

percent of the amount allotted to the State 6

under section 111 for the fiscal year shall be 7

made available to serve individuals in State in-8

stitutions, such as State correctional institu-9

tions and institutions that serve individuals 10

with disabilities; and 11

‘‘(B) not less than $60,000 and not more 12

than $150,000 shall be available for services 13

that prepare individuals for nontraditional 14

fields. 15

‘‘(3) An amount equal to not more than 2 per-16

cent, or $250,000, whichever is greater, shall be 17

made available for administration of the State plan, 18

which may be used for the costs of—19

‘‘(A) developing the State plan; 20

‘‘(B) reviewing the local plan; 21

‘‘(C) monitoring and evaluating program 22

effectiveness; 23

‘‘(D) assuring compliance with all applica-24

ble Federal laws; and 25
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‘‘(E) providing technical assistance. 1

‘‘(4) If the amount allocated for any fiscal year 2

under paragraph (2) shall be less than the amount 3

allocated under such paragraph for fiscal year 2005, 4

additional amounts may be made available from the 5

amount allocated under paragraph (1) for the pur-6

poses described in paragraph (2). If such additional 7

amounts are made available under this paragraph, 8

the percentage of the total amount allotted under 9

section 111 that is allocated for the purposes de-10

scribed in paragraph (2) shall not exceed the per-11

centage of the total amount allotted under section 12

‘‘(iii) Placement in military service or 21

placement or retention in employment. 22

‘‘(iv) Student participation in and 23

completion of vocational and technical edu-24

cation programs in nontraditional fields.’’; 25
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(D) in subparagraph (C) (as so redesig-1

nated), by striking ‘‘under the title’’ and insert-2

ing ‘‘under this title’’; and 3

(E) in subparagraph (D) (as so redesig-4

nated), by inserting ‘‘vocational and technical 5

education’’ after ‘‘has developed State’’; and 6

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‘‘(III) AGREEMENTS INCOR-1

PORATED INTO STATE PLAN.—The 2

State adjusted levels of performance 3

agreed to under this clause shall be 4

considered the State adjusted levels of 5

performance for the State for such 6

years and shall be incorporated into 7

the State plan.’’; 8

(iii) in clause (vi)(II), by inserting 9

‘‘and substantial’’ after ‘‘continuous’’; and 10

(iv) in clause (vii), by striking ‘‘under 11

clause (iii) or (iv)’’ and inserting ‘‘under 12

clause (iii) or (v)’’. 13

(c) LOCAL LEVELS OF PERFORMANCE.—Section 14

113(b) is further amended by adding at the end the fol-15

PLAN.—Each eligible recipient shall iden-18

tify, in the local plan submitted under sec-19

tion 134, levels of performance for each of 20

the core indicators of performance for the 21

first 2 program years covered by the local 22

plan. 23

‘‘(iii) AGREEMENT ON LOCAL AD-24

JUSTED LEVELS OF PERFORMANCE FOR 25
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FIRST 2 YEARS.—The eligible agency and 1

each eligible recipient shall reach agree-2

ment on the levels of performance for each 3

of the core indicators of performance, for 4

the first 2 program years covered by the 5

local plan, taking into account the levels 6

identified in the local plan under clause (ii) 7

and the factors described in clause (v). The 8

levels of performance agreed to under this 9

clause shall be considered to be the local 10

adjusted level of performance for the eligi-11

ble recipient for such years and shall be in-12

corporated into the local plan prior to the 13

approval of such plan. 14

‘‘(iv) AGREEMENT ON LOCAL AD-15

JUSTED LEVELS OF PERFORMANCE FOR 16

SUBSEQUENT YEARS.—17

‘‘(I) 3rd and 4th program 18

years.—Prior to the third program 19

year covered by the local plan, the eli-20

gible agency and each eligible recipi-21

ent shall reach agreement on the local 22

adjusted levels of performance for 23

each of the core indicators of perform-24

ance for the third and fourth program 25
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years covered by the local plan, taking 1

into account the factors described in 2

clause (v). 3

‘‘(II) 5th and 6th program 4

years.—Prior to the fifth program 5

year covered by the local plan, the eli-6

gible agency and each eligible recipi-7

ent shall reach agreement on the local 8

adjusted levels of performance for 9

each of the core indicators of perform-10

ance for the fifth and sixth program 11

years covered by the local plan, taking 12

into account the factors described in 13

clause (v). 14

‘‘(III) AGREEMENTS INCOR-15

PORATED INTO LOCAL PLAN.—The 16

local adjusted levels of performance 17

agreed to under this clause shall be 18

considered to be the local adjusted 19

levels of performance for the eligible 20

recipient for such years and shall be 21

incorporated into the local plan. 22

‘‘(v) FACTORS.—The agreement de-23

scribed in clause (iii) or (iv) shall take into 24

account—25
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‘‘(I) how the levels of perform-1

ance involved compare with the local 2

adjusted levels of performance estab-3

lished for other eligible recipients tak-4

ing into account factors including the 5

characteristics of participants when 6

the participants entered the program 7

and the services or instruction to be 8

provided; and 9

‘‘(II) the extent to which such 10

levels of performance promote contin-11

uous and substantial improvement on 12

the indicators of performance by such 13

eligible recipient. 14

‘‘(vi) REVISIONS.—If unanticipated 15

circumstances arise with respect to an eli-16

gible recipient resulting in a significant 17

change in the factors described in clause 18

(v)(II), the eligible recipient may request 19

that the local adjusted levels of perform-20

ance agreed to under clause (iii) or (iv) be 21

revised. The eligible agency shall issue ob-22

jective criteria and methods for making 23

such revisions. 24
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‘‘(B) LEVELS OF PERFORMANCE FOR AD-1

DITIONAL INDICATORS.—Each eligible recipient 2

may identify in the local plan, local levels of 3

performance for any additional indicators of 4

performance. Such levels shall be considered to 5

be the local levels of performance for purposes 6

of this title. 7

‘‘(C) LOCAL REPORT.—8

‘‘(i) CONTENT OF REPORT.—Each eli-9

gible recipient that receives an allotment 10

under section 111 shall annually prepare 11

and submit to the eligible agency a report 12

regarding—13

‘‘(I) the progress of such recipi-14

ent in achieving the local adjusted lev-15

els of performance on the core indica-16

tors of performance; and 17

‘‘(II) in the case of an eligible re-18

cipient that receives funds described 19

in section 112(a) for activities de-20

scribed in section 135(b)(3), the 21

progress in achieving the local ad-22

justed levels of performance on the 23

core indicators of performance with 24
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respect to tech prep program partici-1

pants. 2

‘‘(ii) DATA.—Each eligible recipient 3

shall—4

‘‘(I) disaggregate data for each 5

of the indicators of performance under 6

section 113(b)(2) for the categories of 7

students enumerated under section 8

1111(b)(2)(C)(v)(II) of the Elemen-9

tary and Secondary Education Act of 10

1965 that are served under this Act; 11

and 12

‘‘(II) identify and quantify any 13

disparities or gaps in performance be-14

tween any such category of students 15

and the performance of all students 16

served by the eligible recipient under 17

the Act.

(b) FISCAL REQUIREMENTS.—Section 211(b) (20 1

U.S.C. 2391(b)) (as so redesignated) is amended by in-2

serting after paragraph (2) the following: 3

‘‘(3) DEFINITION.—For purposes of this sub-4

section, the term ‘preceding fiscal year’ means the 5

Federal fiscal year or the 12-month fiscal period 6

used by a State for official reporting purposes, prior 7

to the beginning of the Federal fiscal year in which 8

funds are available for obligation by the Secretary.’’. 9

(c) PARTICIPATION OF PRIVATE SCHOOL CHIL-10

DREN.—Section 217 (as so redesignated) is amended to 11

read as follows: 12

‘‘SEC. 217. PARTICIPATION OF PRIVATE SCHOOL CHIL-13

DREN. 14

‘‘(a) PARTICIPATION ON EQUITABLE BASIS.—15
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‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—To the extent consistent 1

with the number of children in the school district of 2

a local educational agency that is eligible to receive 3

funds under this Act, or that serves the area in 4

which a program assisted under this Act is located, 5

who are enrolled in private nonprofit elementary 6

schools and secondary schools, or, with respect to in-7

structional or personnel training programs funded 8

by an eligible agency, the local educational agency, 9

after consultation with appropriate private school of-10

ficials—11

‘‘(A) shall provide, on an equitable basis 12

and as may be necessary, for the benefit of 13

such children in such schools, secular, neutral, 14

and nonideological services (or other benefits), 15

materials, and equipment, including the partici-16

pation of the teachers of such children (and 17

other educational personnel serving such chil-18

dren) in training programs; or 19

‘‘(B) if such services, materials, and equip-20

ment are not feasible or necessary in one or 21

more such private schools (as determined by the 22

local educational agency after consultation with 23

the appropriate private school officials), shall 24

provide such other arrangements as will assure 25
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equitable participation of such children in the 1

purposes and benefits of this Act. 2

‘‘(2) APPLICATION OF REQUIREMENTS.—The 3

requirements of this section relating to the participa-4

tion of children, teachers, and other personnel serv-5

ing such children shall apply to programs carried 6

out under this Act by an eligible agency or local edu-7

cational agency, whether directly or through grants 8

to, or contracts with, other public or private agen-9

cies, institutions, or organizations. 10

‘‘(b) EQUAL EXPENDITURES.—11

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—Expenditures for programs 12

under subsection (a) shall be equal (consistent with 13

the number of children to be served) to expenditures 14

for programs under this Act for children enrolled in 15

the public schools of the local educational agency. 16

‘‘(2) CONCENTRATED PROGRAMS.—When funds 17

available to a local educational agency under this 18

Act are used to concentrate programs on a par-19

ticular group, attendance area, or grade or age level, 20

the local educational agency shall, after consultation 21

with the appropriate private school officials, assure 22

the equitable participation in both the purposes and 23

benefits of such programs for children enrolled in 24

private schools who are included within the group, 25
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attendance area, or grade or age level selected for 1

such concentration shall, taking into account the 2

needs of the individual children and other factors 3

that relate to the expenditures referred to in para-4

graph (1). 5

‘‘(c) ADMINISTRATIVE REQUIREMENTS.—6

‘‘(1) FUNDS, MATERIALS AND EQUIPMENT.—7

‘‘(A) FUNDS.—The control of funds ex-8

pended under this section shall be administered 9

by a public agency. 10

‘‘(B) MATERIALS AND EQUIPMENT.—The 11

title to materials and equipment provided under 12

this section, shall remain with a public agency 13

for the uses and purposes provided in this Act 14

‘‘(2) PROVISION OF SERVICES.—Services pro-15

vided under this Act shall be provided by employees 16

of a public agency or through contract by such a 17

public agency with a person, association, agency, or-18

ganization, institution or corporation that, in the 19

provision of such services, is independent of the pri-20

vate school and of any religious organizations, and 21

such employment or contract shall be under the con-22

trol and supervision of such a public agency. The 23

funds utilized under this section shall not be com-24

mingled with State or local funds. 25
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‘‘(3) TIMING AND CONTENT OF CONSULTA-1

TION.—The consultation required under this section 2

shall include meetings of agency and private school 3

officials and shall occur before the eligible agency 4

and local educational agency makes any decision 5

that affects the opportunities of eligible private 6

school children to participate in programs under this 7

Act. Such meetings shall include a discussion of 8

service delivery mechanisms (including third party 9

contractors) and shall continue throughout imple-10

mentation and assessment of services under this Act. 11

‘‘(d) WAIVER AND BYPASS PROCEDURES.—12

‘‘(1) STATE PROHIBITION.—If an eligible agen-13

cy or local educational agency is prohibited, by rea-14

son of any provision of law, from providing for the 15

participation in programs of children enrolled in pri-16

vate elementary schools and secondary schools as re-17

quired by subsections (a) through (c), the Secretary 18

shall waive such requirements for the agency in-19

volved and shall arrange for the provision of services 20

to such children through arrangements that shall be 21

subject to the requirements of this section. 22

‘‘(2) FAILURE TO COMPLY.—If the Secretary 23

determines that an eligible agency or a local edu-24

cational agency has substantially failed, or is unwill-25
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ing, to provide for the participation on an equitable 1

basis of children enrolled in private elementary 2

schools and secondary schools as required by sub-3

sections (a) through (c), the Secretary may waive 4

such requirements and shall arrange for the provi-5

sion of services to such children through arrange-6

ments that shall be subject to the requirements of 7

this section. 8

‘‘(3) PAYMENT FROM STATE ALLOTMENT.—9

When the Secretary arranges for services under this 10

subsection, the Secretary shall, after consultation 11

with the appropriate public school and private school 12

officials, pay the cost of such services, including the 13

administrative costs of arranging for those services, 14

from the appropriate allotment of the eligible agency 15

under this Act. 16

‘‘(4) DURATION OF DETERMINATION.—Any de-17

termination by the Secretary under this section shall 18

continue in effect until the Secretary determines 19

that there will no longer be any failure or inability 20

on the Act of the eligible agency or local educational 21

agency to meet the requirements of subsections (a) 22

through (c). 23

‘‘(5) REVIEW OF DETERMINATION.—The Sec-24

retary shall not take any final action under this sec-25
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tion until the eligible agency and the local edu-1

cational agency affected by such action have had an 2

opportunity, for not less than 45 days after receiving 3

written notice thereof, to submit written objections 4

and to appear before the Secretary or the Sec-5

retary’s designee to show cause why that action 6

should not be taken. 7

‘‘(e) WITHHOLDING OF ALLOTMENT OR ALLOCA-8

TION.—Pending final resolution of any investigation or 9

complaint that could result in a waiver under subsection 10

(d)(1) or (d)(2), the Secretary may withhold from the al-11

lotment or allocation of the affected eligible agency or local 12

educational agency the amount estimated by the Secretary 13

to be necessary to pay the cost of services to be provided 14

by the Secretary under such subsection. 15

‘‘(f) PRIOR DETERMINATION.—Any bypass deter-16

mination by the Secretary under Title I or Title IX of 17

the Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 1965 18

shall, to the extent consistent with the purposes of this 19

Act, apply to programs under this Act until such deter-20

minations terminate or expire.’’.21
